No Clue to the Murderers. 


Our citizens were very much excited 
yesterday afternoon on learning that one 
of our most respectably physicians, Dr. 
Matthew L. Ramsey, had been found 
dead on the Raleigh road, about six miles 
from the city. From what wecan learn, 
it appears that Dr. Ramsey went, on the 
night previous, to visit some patients in 
that vicinity. On his return he was ac- 
companied by a gentleman named Wil- 
son, Who parted with him above the 
forks of the road, both agreeeing 
to meet at the intersection. Ar. 
Wilson ealling to see a friend, aud 
having finished his business, came ou 
about three hundred yards on the other 
side of the junction of the Raleigh and 
Macongoads, he meta negro boy driving 
a wagon with the horse of Dr. Ramsey 
attached. Upon being questioned, he 
said that he found the borse grazing near 
the roadside, and thought it best to bring 
the animalon, also, that & man Was 
lying dead in the diteh not far back. 
The boy was arrested and brought 
into tewn. On being searched, 
it was feund that he had = only 
a& revolver and a smail sum of money 
on his person. He is still in custody. 
Col, Beaumont, with two of his detec- 
tives, immediately went out to the place, 
and up toa late hour last night had not 
returned, The remains of the deceased 
arrived in the city by special train about 
seven o'clock last night. His funeral 
willtake place from his late residence 
this morniug at 9 o’clock. The deceased 
was, as far as we can learn, first shot, 
and then cruelly beaten to death. 
He leaves a wife and three children to 
mourn the loss of a kind father and af- 
fectionate husband.
